ITT is only one of a handful of muitinational cor- 
porations with that much power — a power capable 
of providing the mother's milk of politics — money 
Nothing lobbies more effectively than money. Jack 
Anderson could tell you what ITT had going for it 
during the Nixon administration and the role money 
played 

Since then, such things have quieted behind the 
moral facade of the Carter administration 

Quiet Steaithy. Unseen and unnoticed. That is 
the method of corporate oppression Merger after 
merger, the corporate octopus strangies the op- 
position 

Of course, you wont see leather boots and 
goosestepping columns. Most likely it will take the 
form of more conservative politics and style, more 
self - interest and less protest. Yes, it will be a silent 
moral majority That will be its hallmark as Eliot 
once said, not a bang but a whimper

‘Charles et Lucie’ 
._.Amusing story of middle-aged fugitives

Imagine a middle - aged coupie 
whose failing marriage is revived 
by an inheritance fraud that takes 
everything but the clothes on their 
back. And even those are taken 
too, during a period of transience 
in which the couple inadvertantiy 
become fugitives from the law 

‘Charles et Lucie” ‘ells the story 
of such a couple. Early in the film 
we see Charles at home appraising 
his wife's personal belongings. An 
antique dealer whose business has 
steadily declined over the past 
year, Charles has been seliing his 
wife's belongings without her per- 
mission Lucie, a former cabaret 
singer, catches him in the act, and, 
through her tears, accuses him of 
stealing every last precious 
memory from her

| can't think of a better way to 
start the holiday season than by 
seeing Scrooge, the musical adap- 
tation of Dickens “A Christmas 
Carol.’ This charming production 
being presented at American River 
College, brings to life the wei, -

Arranged by Gary McFadyen 
(who directs) and Rodger Hoop- 
man (wt plays Ebeneezar 
Scrooge), the show is quickly 
becoming a local holiday tradition 
it offers an imaginative set design

It's not easy to keep the atten- 
tion of an audience made up mos- 
tly of ncildren, but this group does 
it Leading an enthusiastic cast,

The clanking chains of Marley's 
Ghost (Guy Beck) bring an eerie 
warning that the same fate will be 
Scrooge’s if he doesn't change his 
ways 

The Spirit of Christmas Past 
(Renee English) brings memories 
of happier times times when a 
young Scrooge had not made 
money his idol 

Choosing between romantic 
love or love of money, Scrooge 
chooses the latter. Leading a dis- 
mai life of loneliness, he loves no 


heir to a $600,000 estate But to 
collect the inheritance, she must 
first pay $3009 in agent fees To 
make the payment, Lucie and 
Charles sell ali of their belongings 
including Lucie’s beloved dresser 
and a family portrait 

The couple is given a beautiful 
new car as part of the inheritance 
and they set off for their new home 
As it turns out, the inheritance was 
a fraud and the estate does not ex- 
ist. To make matters worse. the 
frauds had given them a stolen car 
as Charles discovers when the 
police impound the vehicle while 
the couple are relaxing in a pub 


Suspected of robbery, Charles 
and Lucie become fugitives and 
face a series of troubles and 
adventures. But they vow not to 
give up. They will not surrender to 
the police, they wili not let the 
forces of evil do them in and, most 
importantly, their new - found love 
for each other wiil keep them 
together through it ali 

Sound corny? Perhaps But 
Nelly Kaplan has made a movie 
that, despite its flaws, takes a sim 
ple plot and turns it into an en 
joyable, amusing story of comic 


adventures and misadventures At 
ine point. Charles and Lucie seek 
refuge ina Catholic Church where 
inbeknownst to them. the “Mad 
Killer yne of France’s most 
notorious criminals who has @s- 
caped from prison nas gone to 


repent 


Charles and Lucie hide in each 
f two confessionais where they 
plan to sleep for the night But 
slumber is rudely interrupted for

When Charles and Lucie escape 
from the church. they are stopped 
by a half-dozen policemen whc 
ask whether or not the Mad Killer 
s in the church. Curiously 
narles replies, “The only people 
1 there are lambs of the Lord 
This seems strange, for if the 
omment was an attempt to divert 
attention from themselves. aiso 
sought by the police. it barely 
worked The police stand around 


for a few minutes looking at the 
couple (one officer recognizes the 
two, but can't recall where he had 
seen them) before they flee. it 
seems the officers had a good idea 
the Mad Killer was in the church 
and it seems far more likely they 
would have charged right in 
without stopping to chit - chat with 
Charles and Lucie 

A far more serious flaw lies early 
in the film. After realizing the 
dilemma the couple is in when 
their car is impounded by the 
police, Lucie makes a serious and 
nearly successful attempt at 
suicide. is this a coinedy or a sen- 
timental drama? The scene is 
anything but funny. it has gone far 
beyond the film's “Oh, no. what 
could possibly happen next” for- 
mula and into the painfully serious 

But things get better. climaxing 
with the film's happy conclusion 
and “Charles et Lucie” is a film 
refreshing in its assumption that 
despite how bad things get, there 
is always something amusing in 
any situation. Especially when it 
rekindles a love like that of Charles 
and Lucite
